Daring this time 
God had more- than onco called tho nation 
back to its allegiance to,Him, and delivered 
thorn from their enemies. But they had 
again lapsed into idolatry, and inconse- 
quence had been oppressed solely by tho 
Midlanites and AjnalekitCfl from tho cast of 
Jordan. Then (Judges 0:C) they cried uato 
tho Lord, and Ho graciously' raised up Gid- 
eon to be their deliverer. After his call by 
God, 
Gideon gathered his army of only thir- 


ty-two thousand men. At last Gideon had 
only a beggarly army of three hundred men 
loft. God encouraged Gideon's 
faith by 


sending him down by night stealthily Into 
the camp of Midian, ivherc ho overheard 
ono of tho llidlauites tolliuj? bis comrade a 
dream typical of tho overthrow of the host 
of ILidian by a very small force of assail- 
ants. Encouraged by this experience, Gid- 
eon returned to his small array and cheered 
them for the fray. Ho divided his army 
into throo companies, and, rrjaldng a mid- 
night assault, overthrew tho hosts of Midiun 
in spite of their overwhelming numbers. 
'. TIjiH proves' to us, ovor and over again, 
tbo power of faith in God. It is a coro- 
mc-ntui-y on tho vorno-. "Ttitt* iu tho victory 
thut ovorcomcth tho world, even our faith." 
It vraa a lesson learned by Israel with 
great difficulty and easily forgotten. Tho 
ehureh of Jesus Christ has had the same 
experience from that day to this. Sbe has 
too often wanted to wali by eight. She 
was not ready to march against' tho foe, 
unless she had her full ranks of at least 
thirty-two thousand men to rely upon. So, 
too, with individual disciples. They are 
very bravo when they are in a majority. 
But when they see thoir comrades melting 
away, so that 'they are in danger of stand- 
ing alouOj their courage molts away aleo. 
Aa soon as \ve have a Gideon in our spirit- 
ual army, wo sliill bavo a Gideon's victo- 
ries. But while -wo depend tspon an arm ol 
flesh, and refuse to move forward without 
it, wo shall havo nothing to record but spir- 
itual defeats,—7?eu. A. F. Schaufler.
